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at this time Invaded and Diſturbed, with the continual Aazards to which 
H:s Majeſtics Sacred Perſon is thereby expoſed ; As likeways the Dangerg 
which do thence threaten this Kingdom, and all that can be dear to His 
Majeſties good SubjeQts therein, either as Chriſtians or Men, both by wee 
fion from Abroad,and the froward Diſſaffection,and reſtleſs Machinations gf 
evil and uonatural Countrey-men at Home z And how much titis the Duty 
and Intereſt of all good Men, for theſe Cauſes, and on this Occaſion, to 
implore the Metcyz Favour and Bleflings of Almighty GOD, for preler. 
ving His Majeſties Royal Perſon, and Dire&ing, Affilting and Proipering 
Him in all his Counſels and Undertakings; And moreeipectally, that God 
would Countenance aud Affilt Him to the preſent War, give him Succeſs to 
his Arms by Sea and Land, and defeat all the Defigns, Counſels and Pradti. 
ces of his Secret and open Enemies, both at home and Abroad, for the 
preſervation of the True Proteſtant Religion, ſecuring the Safety of thele 
Kingdoms,and the happy Reſtoring of the Peace of Europe: Therefore their 
Maj:ſties, with Advice and Conſent of theifaids Eftates of Parliament, Do 
hereby Command and Appoint,that a Day of ſolemn Faſting and Humiliati- 
on,for making Prayers and Supplications toGod, for the endsabove-mention- 
_ ed, be Religiouſly and ftrialy obſerved by all perſons within this King- 
dom, both in Churches and Meeting-houſes,upon the third Thurſda of-this 
Month of 4 ay, and the thifd Thurſday. of every Month thereafter, until 
intimation of forbearance be made by the Lords of their Majeſtics Privy 
Councily, And Oidains all Mihiſters: to read theſe preſents publickly in 
theic Congregations, * Szrdy at leaſt before the ſaid firit day appornted for 
keeping the ſaid Faſt, & {o forth a Sunday before each third Thurday forcſaid, 
during the ſpace above-mentioned : And their Majefttcs with Conſent fore. 
ſaid, Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed,and publiſhed at the Mercat-crofs 
of Edinburgh,and remanent Mercat-crolles of the Head»burghs of the ſeveral 
Shires and Sewartries within this Kingdom, that none may pretend Igno- 
rance, and tha: Copies be diſpatched 1n theuſual manner to the Sheriffs and 
| Stewarts, Ba'llies ofRegalities, their Deputs, and Magiſtrats of Burglisgas like- 
wiſe to all Miniſters conceraed,that they may ſeriouſly exhorc all perſofis to 
a fincere and devout Obſervance of the Premiſles 3 Certifying ſuch of the 
Liedges who ſhall no: give due obedience, or who ſhall contemn or neglect 
the keepingand obſerving ct the faids days and Duties, that they ſhall be 
proceeded againſt, by Fining, not exceeding a hundred pounds Scots, -otjes 
quoties : And Warrands and Commands the Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stewartries, 
Lords and Baillies ofRegalities; and theirDeputs, Jultices of Peace, Magiſtcats 
of Burghs within their ſeveral Juriſditions, to proteedl zgainit the perfons 
guilry,and to exathe Fines accordingly,to be applycd, the oue haifto the

Miniſters as ſhall fail in their Dury, in not reading this Proclamation, and
